CHILDRBN*POISONBD. 

A Little Olrl and Bor Bat labarnnm Berries 
Which Almost Oaossd Their Death. 

Last evening waa one of terrible anxiety 
in two families in Victoria, Two young 
lives hung by a very slender thread, and 
for Rome time it was feared that all that 
could bo done would not spve them. The 
circumstances iu connection with what 
came very near being a family tragedy 
are briefly as follows : Little Beniice 
Maclure, the three year old daughter of 
Mr. J. 0. Maoluro, bookkeeper at Robt. 
Ward & Go's, waa missed by hor mother 
shortly after five o'clock. A search was 
instituted, and she was found lying in tho 
garden insensible, and to all appearances 
dead. Every effort was made to resusci- 
tate her, it being at first presumed that 
she had been poison-id by eating highly 
colored confectionery. Her little sister, 
being asked what Bornico had been eat- 
ng, went into the garden and pointed out 
buiichea of berries on tlie laburnum tree. 

Bernard Schwetigcrs, tho seven- 
year old playfellow of the little 
sufferer, had also enton of the poisonous 
berries, and was also found insensible. 
Over the two little patients, the families 
and aympathotio friends worked with a 
will thit made failure impossible, and 
after an hour or more, during which tho 
atrongeat emetics were administered, Dr. 
Holmoken pronounced tho t wo little ones 
out of danger. Bernard, who ia the stm 
f Mrs. Schwon^ers, tho well-known vo- 
alist, was amusing himself by climbing 
about the trees, while little Bemice stood 
at tho foot, and as Bernard tlirevv down 
tho little bunches of berries, put thorn in 
hor mouth, Ue also ate a few, and tho re- 
sult of their childish love for experiments 
was that both nearly lost their lives.

At the entrance to the house 
and senate . cordons of . police kept book 
the crowd, reinforced by doorkeepers, 
of Although the doors were not to be opened 
before the ticket holders began to as- 
semble, long before that hour about 100,- 
000 tickets were issued to those entitled 
to view the proceedings. At ten tho 
doors opened and tho visitors began pour- 
ing in. 

A few minutes before noon President 
Cleveland was announced. He* entered, 
escorted by Senator Cookrell, of Missouri. 
A moment later the President-elect was 

iiimounced. He entered with Senator 
Hoar, of Maaaiichuaetts. Both Cleveland 
and Uftrriaon was greeted with vociferous 
apphiuao. Thoy took their seats directly 
in front of tho presiding otlicer. At nooa 
the Vice-Preaidout-elect was announced 
and was escorted to tho platform of tha 
presiding officer by Senator Galium, of 
Illinois. Everyone in the room arose and 
remained standing while senator Ingalla 
administered to Morton the oulh of office. 

Alany were in military attire, Chinesa 
in silken robea, Coroaiia with their fancy 
bird cage hats. The members of tha 
corps were shown seats in the first two 
rows on tho n-eat aide of tho chamber. ' 
■Shortly after, members of the cabinet^ 
accouqtanied by retired generals of tha 
army. Major-generals, army command- 
era and admirals of tho navy entered and 
were shown suiita in the aame circle and 
to the loft of the presidiiig ollicor. Tho 
inoinbera of tlio Supreme Court, clad in - 
black silk robes, led by Chief Justice 
Fuller, took corresponding seats on tha 
opposite side of the chamber. The vener- 
able Hannibal Hamlin, the only living 
ex-Vice-Preaident, waa seated at the right 
of tho presiding olKcur. Shortly be- 
fore twelve the moinbera of the House 
of Representatives and members 
elect, lead by .Speaker Carlisle, 
entered tho aouato chamber and took 
seats on the right of the chair, next tha 
diplomatic corpa, governors, ex-senators, 
Uinted States judges court of, claims and 
Supreme court of the district and com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia 
were assigned seats on the east side of the 
chamber. A moasage from tho president 
concerning the senate in extra aossioii 
was then read, and the senate having 
completed ita organization the vice- 
president announced it would proceed 
to the east front of the capitol, where 
the president of the United States would 
be sworn in. The procession was then 
formed, led by Marshal A. A. Wil- 
son, of tho District of Columbia, 
and proceeded through the rotun- 
da of the capitol, through tha 
main entrance of the east part 
andj^out upon the great platform 
erected on the central portico. As the 
President and President-elect appeared 
there waa tremendous cheering from tho 
donee throng surrounding the platform 
ateps and porticos. The north and south 
ends of the Capitol were black with peo- 
ple, while every window of the great 
building was framed to a sea of faces. 
Cleveland and Harrison were seated in 
front of tho stand, the chief guests on tha 
right and the aergeant-at-armsof the Sen- 
ate on the left, When all were seated, 
Harrison arose and the Chief Justice ad- 
ministered the oath of office. The crowd 
remained standing with uncovered head* 
as Harrison with bowed head kissed the 
open book. The orowd'che«red again and 
again. . 

The President then delivered the in- 
augural address. He referred to the 
European policy, touched on the tariff 
queation, and said, we shall in the future, 
as in the past, use every endeavor to 
maintain ond enlarge our friendly rela- 
tions with all groat powers, but they will 
not expect us to look kindly upon any 
project that would leave , us ^ Bubjeicb to 
danger of hostile observation or environ- 
ment. We have not sought to dominate 
or to absorb any ef our weaker neighbors, 
but rather to aid and encourage them and 
establish free and stable governments. 
Wo have a clear right to expect there- 
fore, that no European |;overnmunt will 
seek to establish colonial ..dependencies 
upon the territory of independent Ameri- 
can States, and that which a sense of jus- 
tice restrains them from seeking they 
m.iy be reasonably expected willingly to 
forego. It must be assumed, however, 
that our interests are so exclusively 
Americar. that our entire inattention to 
any events that may transpire elsewhere 
can be taken for granted. Referring to 
the surplus, he said: '"While the treasu- 
ry surplus ia not the greatest evil, it is a 
serious evil. Our revenue should be am- 
ple to meet ordinary annual demands on ■ 
our treasury, with sufficient margin for 
those extraordinary but scarcely less im- 
perative demands which arise. Our 
expenditures should always he made with 
economy, and only upon public necessity. 
It will be the duty uf congress wisely to 
forecast and estimate the extraordinary 
domnnda, imd having added them to our 
ordimvrj' expenditures, to adjust our rev- 
enue laws BO that no considoiable annual 
surplus will remain." He concluded thus: 
1 do not mistrust the future. Dangers 
have been in frequent ambush along our 
paths, but we have uncovered and van- 
quished them all. Passion has swept 
some of our communities, but only to 
give us a now demonstration that the 
groat body of the people are atable, pa- 
triotic and law-abiding. The peaceful 
agencies of commei'ce are more fully re- 
vealing necessary unity of all our commu- 
nities. The intercourse of the people is 
promoting mutual respect. We shall find 
unalloyed pleasure in the revelation which 
our next cenaua will make of tho swift de- 
veli pmontof our great reaourcoa. Each 
state will bring its generous contribution 
to the great aggregate of tho nation's in- 
crease, and when the harvest from the 
fields, the cattle from the hills, and the 
ores of the earth are weighed and counted, 
wo will turn from them all to crown with 
the highest honor the state that has most 
promoted education, virtue, justice and 
patriotism among ita people.

Pooley was the chairman, "recommended 
the granting of a Petition of Right." 
Vnothcr connnittoo "con.sidcr that it is 
not desirable to incur tho expense". A 
third connnittoo "recommend strict com- 
pliance," etc., and another "strongly 
urge the necessity." Select committees 
,'enorftlly are, we find, not nearly so 
liiHdent and so deferential as our con- 
temporary would have its readers be- 
lieve. When they come to a definite con- 
clusion and fool certain that tlioy aro right 
thoy do not leave tlio reader in doubt as 
to wliat they want done, ami thoy do not 
isk those whom they address to "con" 
sider the advisability" of attending to 
their suggestions or recommendations. 
Thoy suggest and recommend without 
■ lualification or circumlocution of any 
kind. The fact is the Opposition made a 
mess of their vote- of censure and it is use- 
less for their organ to attempt to make it 
appear other than a stupid blunder.

Scarcely less disingenuous is the at- 
' tempt to make it appear that the "daily 
marking" is a rule conceived and arbi- 
trarily introduced by the Provincial .Sec- 
retary, and, tlioreforo, that tho Hood- 
gates of tho wrath of its oppononl.s (or 
more properly detractors) are justly 
opened on liini. Now, thu "daily mark- 
ing" rule is one of many formulated by 
the Superintendent of Education for the 
intornal working of the schools, and it is 
not to be for a i.^omont supposed that the 
minister had anything to. do with its 
adoption beyond haviug it inserted in tho 
bill on the recommendation of the Super- 
intendent, whose duty it is to attend to 
such dutail.s. Indood the Mitiistor ao 
stated ill tlio Uouso. 'I'ho net of making 
that rule law was the act of tlio Legisla- 
ture, and it may not bo auii.sa, therefore, 
to remind recalcitrant teaclier.s that they 
aro kicking not only against the Superin- 
tendent and the Minister, but against the 
Legislature. In all friendliness, we would 
advise them to read, mark, loam and in- 
wardly digest the last clause of the .fifth 
verse of the ninth chapter of the Acts ut 
the Apostles. 

As regards the merits of the little rule 
which has raised such a tempest 
in a toaiiot, tliu position taken 
by the Provincial press (with 
one or two unimportant exceptions) 
is that it is one of those niattera of detail 
in tho intornul working of tho schools 
which may vury pmporly ho left in tho 
hands "f the .Superiutoiidout — that it is 
really a matter concornin;; which iioilhor 
the .Minister nor -the Lugislaiuro can bo 
presumed to be very good judges. 'J'he 
principal objection urged against the rule 
is that it occupies too much of the teach- 
er's time. Now it is admitted on all haiid.'j 
that this objection has little or no weight, 
aa applied to common rural schools. But 
if wo take our city schools, what do we 
find '/ Tho Snperiiitondont is our autiior- 
ity for tho atatonioiit that it need not (jc- 
cupy more than a few niiiiulL-s in any of 
them, and, iuoro(jvor, that a teacher of 
average ability can comply with the riilu 
without its trenching upon his teaching 
I ime at all. The fact is, as the Minister 
laid in his blunt way, the agitation against 
"daily markuig" has been worked up by a 
"crank" who was ignoininitmsly but de- 
servedly kicked out of our schools, and 
who, unfortunately for tho credit of tho 
profession, found a few congenial spirits 
willing to assist him in socking to rcvoiiL'o 
hiniHc'lf iiiiun tho ilcparlnu'iit wlnifie only 
orinio against him was an effort to be- 
friend him.

Tho organ of tlio Uppositioii d 
that wo are casiii-stieal and scjphistii 
goodness knows what el.so l)e.sideH,bociui.so 
we hold that tlio words "take into consid- 
eration tho advisability" — iinitly a discre- 
tion to accept or reject on the part of 
those to whom it is addressed. If we, for 
instance, recommended the editor of tho 
Titties to take into consideration the ad- 
visability of giving more reasons and 
fewer complimenta iu his articles v/ould 
not our language imply tiiiit wo loft it to 
his discretion whether ho followed our ad- 
vice or not. No one who understandH 
English would for a mmiiont sujipcLso that 
a rccomniendatioii mado in that form 
amounted to a coiiimaiid or an instruction. 
It was a proposition submitted to the 
judgment of uur contemporary in a very 
modest and deferential way, and as likely 
as rot, offered with the conviction that it 
would be utterly disregarded. To present 
to a person's consideration the ad- 
viMibility of assenting to an opinion 
or acting according to a rncommondation 
and thon doclaring that ho must not con- 
sider wlielhor it in advisable or not, is 
surely trilling with both the man and tho 
English lan(.'uagc. We will nut do our 
contemporary (ho iiijiiHtiee l.o mippuso 
that it iloes not soo the absurdity of the 
poaition it assumes. 

Wo are found fault with because we 
did not give tho "opinions" of the mem- 
bers of the difTorent oonunittees—that we 



Tho British (iovornmont has good 
cause to incroa.se and improve its navy 
Tho nation has an imiiiunso mercantil 
marine to be protected. On the safety 
of its merchant shipping tho oxistoiico of 
the British jieople Uopenda. Tho greater 
part of the bread and other food that the 
people eat, and the material that they 
work upon comes to Great Britain from 
across the sea. If a foreign power or a 
combination of foreign powers should ob- 
tain command of the sea its inhabitants 
would literally starve to death. "Brit- 
ain's best bulwarks are her wooden walls" 
was said and sting long ago. With a 
■slight alteration thi.s holds true atill, ex- 
cept that for "wooden" we must read iron 
.ind steel. That(!reat Britain's main de- 
pendence is hor navy is as true to-day aa 
it was a hundred years ago. The "silver 
streak" of sea properly guarded by hor 
battle ships is her great protection from 
iuvaaioni No army that it is possible for 
hor tu raise can do one tenth part as much 
for her safety a.s the Hoot which she can 
build and man with comparative ease, 
'riioro is talk about fortifying London, but 
men of experience .say th.at London's forti- 
tications must bo on tho British soas, that 
she must he in such a position that it will 
be impossible for a foreign army to land 
on her shores. 

England's naval supremacy is the great 
condition of her national existence. This 
is seen and acknowledged by the great 
fighting powers of the world, and they 
have ot late years been spending largo 
suras of money to contest with her that 
supremacy. P'raiico has been adding to 
her tleet a largo number of vessels well 
calculated to do iniiiioiiso damage to tho 
eoiiiiiiorco of any naii(jn with wiiicli alio 
may be at war. IShe has afloat a Hoot 
of fast-sailintc cruisers, and is building 
many more. Admiral Krau, who is at 
the head of the naval department, has 
iio-n in course of construction eleven 
armored vessels, five of which will be 
completed this year, and the rest in 1890 
and L801. Ho is also building two stool 
clad criiiHei'.s tn run twenty kiinlaaii limir; 
these will bo liiiislied next year and 
year after, lie liii.s also on the st 
eighteen cruiser.s of nut lods than 1,000 
tons dis|daeeiJiont. iOxpendituro has als' 
been authorized for strengthening tho 
harbors of Ciiecbourg and Brest. What 
do these preparations mean 1 These vos 
sols alone would make a formidable fieot, 
to say nothing of those that are already 
built and in commission. 

Italy possesses a number of the heaviest 
liattle ships in tho world, and she is miik 
ing largo additions to her fleet. It is 
snsiiected that her immense iron stru 
ture.i are out of date, but, thoy have not 
been put to the tost. I for " ptogramiiio 
lor to IKIJI coiitom|jlates a gradual 

inoroaso of every claas of ships fron 
armored battleships through protected 
cruisers, of which class this nation owns 
some splendid specimens, down tu speedy 
torpedo craft and armed sea-going tugs." 
It will be seen from this that Italy has of 
late years risen to bo a first-class naval 
power. 

Russia, too. Ih projiaring to contest 
with ( Jreat Britain the stipromaey of tho 
soas. iSlie has a line Moot of HliijiH of ni 
durn construction and armament, and is 
building many more. Her (iovornmont 
proposes to build niiieteon first-class 
battle ships, four second-class and ten 
tirs't-class cruisers. This fleet is not 
merely on paper, tho ships are being 
built, and are turned out at the rate of 
three or four a year. Two battle ships 
are on the stocks, and four more cruisers 
Iiavo 1)0011 ordered. Russia seems deter- 
mined when wiir breaks out again to have 
a fleet that will not have to run under 
the guns (jf Iter forts for protection. 

(Jermany is not iieglecliiig hor Hoot. 
Tho activity of Russia has a|)parently 
roused hor to exertion, and sho ia taking 
measures'Btrongly to reinforce her navy. 
She is building battlo ships for coast and 
harbor defense as weUss for foroigh sor- 
vioe and i^n^diiig protected orniserotohiBr 
fleet. Seeing such niitivity in the dock- 
yards of all the great European powers, it 



A warning comes to British Columbia 
from the East. Fisheries there which a 
few years ago appeared to be inexhausti- 
ble now iihow signs of giving out, Tho 
reason of thisis plain. The fishermen ha vu 
boon too greedy. They have over-fished 
tho waters, and thoy have uaed methods 
of fishing which were altogether too des- 
tructive. Thoy have been treating 
tho goose that lays the yoldon egg in such 
a way as very nearly to destroy hor laying 
capacity. A few years ago the lobster 
fisheries of Princo Edward Island wore 
exceedingly productive. Lobster oan- 
nories were established at short intervals 
all round the coast of the Island and large 
iiuinbors found employment in catching 
and canning tho lobsters. Tho first sign 
of exhaustion was that tho average lob- 
ster had become smaller and it took 
more of them to lill a can. Then 
tho catch luieanie small in number 
aa well aa in ai/.e, and many of tho can- 
neries woro clu.sed, A few years ago, 
178,000 eases wore packed on tho island; 
last year tho number dwindled do«'n to 
10,000. This year the outlook is not 
cbooriug for the lobster catchers. In Nova 
.Scotia the same process is going on. In 
1887 the number of cases packed was 
139,368, and in 1888 it had decreased to 
119,353. The Govorninont is trying to 
[U'eservo this source of wealth to tho 
o.-istern maritime provinces by longt hon- 
ing the close season, but the imiirovidont 
tialieriiioii and caiiners aru howling against 
tho salutary regulations. If it forbade 
the catching of lobsters for export alto- 
gether for two or three seasons, it would 
hardly repair the damage done by the 
wasteful methods employed by the fisher- 
men. 

The catch of mackerel, too, on the 
oaatorn coast is becoming small by dogroos 
and diahearteuiiigly less. As long as 
iiiackei ol was caught with honk and lino in 
tho (iulf of St. Lawrence tho average 
catch was good both as to num- 
ber and ipiality. But after 
seines and traps were used for a few 
years the mackerel became scarce. Ac- 
cording to statistics issued by 'the Boston 
Fish Bureau, tho catch of mackerel in 
American and Canadian waters has dimin- 
ished from 100,478 barrels in 1878 to 48,- 
205]in 1888. This ilimiiiutioii ia startling, 
and shows that the in.-ickorel hiive boon 
either drivuii olf tho coast or tlie waters 
have boon overfished aluioat to tho point 
of oxhaustiuii. These figures and facta go 
to show that it ia (luito possible in the 
fishing huainess to carry entorpriso too far, 
and that methods of fishing can bo used 
that will in a few years exterminate tho 
fish. It is to be hoped that the lesson 
which bitter experience has taught tlio 
eastern fishermen will not be lost on thoao 
of the west. The best moans of preserv- 
ing the fish should bo atudied by those 
engaged in the fisheries quite aa closely as 
the most profitable means of catching 
them. Fishermen should not only 
cheerfully carry out all reasonable 
regulations ordamoil by the (Jov- 
urnment to keep up the supply of 
fish, but thoy should bo ready to suggest 
now and more effective means of preserva 
tion. "Waste not, want not" is an in 
junction that applies tu fishermen witl 
peculiar foitis for want in their business 
is as sure to follow waste as effect follows 
cause.

.aul. All old riinni this, full of liistorii' 
interest, and innv inhabited by one of the 
pietiiresqui'ly-at tired beef-eaters. St. .' ilin's 
(-'hureh, one of the oldest Norman eluirclies 
in tho Itiu'.'dom, buiit in 1(IS7, is too U'ell 
known to reiniire descri[)t ion, so I will pass 
on to t he armory di!|iartinent-<, wliero f saw 
I.iird Wolseley Ljoing round on an eviilent 
business iii'^pectioii.

Iluskin linely says of this 
church tliat "it is the saddest spot in 
Clirist( ndom, for liere are buried in dis 
honor tlie greatest in the land, wliiio at 
Westminster Abbey thoy are buried in 
honor,-'* a most touching and sugi^ostive 
contrast. Most of tho beautiful brassci 
were removed in Cromwell's timo ^

pairing the ohanool In 1877 there was dis- 
covered tho body of Anne Boleyn, whicli 
was recognized by the historically tiny 
neck, and by the fact that tho body lay jus'i 
in the spot described in the burial rogist r\' : 
also wore discovered tho bones of u hit- 
man, which belonged without doubt to tlu^ 
ill-fated Duke of Monmouth. These were 
reverently reburied in their long, long rest- 
ing-place.

Not sal isih-d wit h niy iinirning's round 1 
went llie ne.\l ni^-ht t.i have a ciiat wit h the 
deinit.v-eliaiilain of the lower, Mr. Fostiu-, 
who told mo many interesting little fai;ts, 
some of wliicli are mentioned above. To 
my surprise be r.i formed nio that tin) tow.'r 
is not sup|)osed to ho haunted, ii.o- is th.-re 
any ghostly tradition hanging- round this 
spot. Just befiu-e ele'ven he and 1 
stepped out into the cool iiigiil air, A 
wild, windy night, clouds eliasing each 
otlicr over the moon, ^vhose misty, ivatery 
rays fell npnn lli;iL ancient, .\ orniai.

I and from yonder identical win 
dow shining white in tlie moonshine, thai 
Lady Jane Grey, th" nino.rlnys' fpi.-en 
gazed us her husband slowly passed to his 
death; for she was iniprisoio'd m me lioiise 
of Mr. Partridge, tlie g-'ntii'iiiau jaiK'r, 
wherein now resides the ollieial who to this 
day bears Itio same title. 

But llio sileiu e, |jreL'naiit ^vilii tiueh mem 
orics, IS sud.lenly lirenen by tiio clash of 
arms, tlie traiiipof feel and l"ne hoarse cry 
of military eoinmaiid.

KOYAL JUBILEE HOSJPITAL. 

DIscuBslne the Bill of Incorporation— An Offer 
for tlie Old' Slt«-TIie J20,000 Wanted at 
Once— The Government to bo Waited Upon 
on the Incorporation Question. 

The general committee of the Pro 
vincial Royal Jubilee Hospital mot yes 
torday aftonioon in tho Board of Tr'kdo 
rooms. 

There wore present Mr. .Justice Crease, 
presiding, and Meaara. Wm. M. Chudley, 
Robert Ward, R. P. Rithet, James Fell, 
D. M, Eberts, J. D. Warren, J. S. Yates, 
M. Strouas, E. B. Marvin, Judge O'Beilly, 
Joshua Davies, Alex. Wilson, Dr. Davie, 
and Dr. IVIilue. 

A report was submitted by tho com 
mittoo appointed at the last meeting of 
tho general committee to consider tho 
question of incor|)oration. Letters from 
the deputy attoruoy-goneral were also pre 
sented, explaining the sections of tho 
draft of bill presented, and stating that 
the government wished the conunitteo to 
name the directors and fix the number t( 
suit thoir own wishes. The sub-committeo 
wore of the opinion that the bill preaentod 
by tlii^ government was promatnri\ mid 
would not be required at tho earliest 
until next year. As tho act of incurpor 
ation was not at ])roaent recjuired, tho 
committee advised that consideration of 
the diHft be deferred. 

Mr. Justice Crease gave as his opinion 
that tho deputy-attornoy-gonoral in ])ro- 
paring tho bill had thought that it would 
be well at the earliest moment to provide 
tho in'o])er syatom to bo followed in the 
management of tho hospital altiiirs. To 
proceed to incorporation at tho present 
time was, however, he thought ]>rcma- 
turo, and would seriously interfere with 
existing arrangements, contracts that had 
been made and work now under way. 

Mr. Robert Ward moved the adoption 
of tho aub-committoo'a report, seconded 
by Mr. J. D. Warren. 

Mr. D. M. Eborta stated that ho had 
met tho government in executive and 
they had expressed themselves very 
anxious to see tho incorporation of the 
provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital take 
place at once. Thoy could havo it put 
through the House in live or six days and 
immediately iiBsoiitod to by Ilia Honor, the 
Lieuteiiant-tlovernor. 'I'lie gov.;rnmoiit 
w ere oiilyanxioust(j frame tho act to moot all 
the wislies of the general committee, and 
should the committee desire t(j expunge 
the clause relating to the "Home for 
Convalescents," were perfeclly willing to 
have it done. T!io government wero ^lao 
willing to inaort a clau,se, if desired, to 
enable tho committee to dispose of tho 
grounds of the Royal Hospital and there- 
by procure an additional sum of money 
for immediate use. They wero anxious 
to see the Act of Incorporation passed 
before the $20,000 grant was paid over, 
but would, however, pay tho money msn- 
tionod whenever desired. 

Mr. Robert Ward enquired why the 
government wero ao anxious to press tho 
bill of incorporation through, 

Mr. Eberta replied that they had no 
desire to push the act. They only wanted 
to meet all the wishes of tho committee; 
in regard to the number of directors, tho 
conv.'descent home, etc, and wcuild hand 
over the money as soon as desired. If 
the committee said that they would not 
accept the ineaaure proposed l)y tho gov- 
everniuent, tho government would un- 
doubtedly pay the $20,000 which had 
been promised. 

The secretary, Mr. Chudley. proceeded 
to read all c(jrrespondeiice between him- 
self and tho government in refoioiice to 
the .?20,000 grant. 

Mr. ]{. P, Jiithet had no doubt that the 
C(jmmittee had caiefuUy considered the 
<piestion before them, and i)reparod their 
rejjort accordingly, but ho did not think 
that they had ijuito carried out the wishes 
of the last gonernl meeting, however. 
They wero refjueated to meet tho govern- 
ment and ascertain what arraiigomenta 
could be made, and had thoy done eo, he 
did not think there would bo any friction 
such aa apparently existed at present. He 
thought that incorporation should bo ob- 
tained at once. It would place the com- 
mittee in a far better position if incorpo- 
ration were to take place, and the work 
could be handed over to a l.iody liaving a 
recognized legal standing. No nioro dif- 
ficulty would bu experienced in tho

jNIr. .Secretary Chudley read the resolu- 
tion ajipointiiig the committee, which 
ccjiitained no instructions relative to their 
intcrviowiiig the government. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson reviewed the history 
of the hospital project. It waa promised 
by the government that when $20,000 
subscribed was in tho hands of the com- 
mittee, the S2U,OU0 from tho government 
would be at once paid over. The objec- 
tion to the bill aa drafted waa not the in- 
sertion of the word convalescent ; 
it was that by it all existing 
arrangements would be disturbed. 
Ho wanted to know why the government 
were so anxious to press the deed of in- 
c(n-porati(m upon tho committee. Let 
the comiiiiltce conipleto their work, and 
then receive the deed of incor[.>oration. 
The government, in honor, should have 
paid over the nujiioy long ago. 

Mr. Robert Ward said that the opinion 
of Mr. Justice Crease and hia fellow com- 
mitteemen would lead him to vote for the 
resolution, which it had lead him to intro- 
duce. 

Mr. Eberts said that nothing could bo 
done with the present sito without an act 
of incorporation. A splendid ofTer of 

§10,000 had boon received, and the gov- 
ernment wished only to pass tho act to 
eiiiible the committee to avail tlienisolves 
of this money, 

Dr. Milne moved in amendment to tho 
resolution, that the report be referred 
back to the committee, with instructions 
for them to personally interview the gov- 
ernment. 1 le thought that the commit- 
tee, inc(jrporated, would be in far better 
position than at present. 

The chairman said that the only diffi- 
culty would be that any change would 
disturb all existing arrangements with 
cont racloiH and trustees. 

Dr. Davie thought that Dr. Jlilnu's 
suggestion was a very good one. The 
government preferred to deal with a cor- 
porate body, and as such thoy winild be 
in a far better position to work. 

The chairman remarked that the gov- 
ernment could legislate in regard to the 
future management of hospital afl'aira, 
but existing arrangemonta should not at 
present be iiilerfeicd with. 

Mr. Joahua Davios said that it would 
perhaps bo well to refer the report back 
to the ctmimitteo. They could confer 
with the government and might very pos- 
sibly convince the government that in- 
corporation was not at present desirable. 

Dr. Milne having withdrawn his reao- 
lution; 

Mr. R. P. Rithet moved, Hoconded by 
Dr. Davie, that the report of tho sub- 
coiiiHiittee be received and referred back 
to tho sub-coininitteo with inatructioiia 
that they confer with the government for 
tho puri)oao of harmonizing the views of 
the government to thoBO of tho comniittoe 
in (.rder that the inc<irpcjrulion may bo 
proceeded with at oiicn upon the under- 
standing that full and aniplo prcjtectiun 
bo made in tho incorporation for tho pro- 
tection of tho existing rights of the trus- 
tees and all others now in any way liable 
for any minieys under contracts or other- 
wise. 

Mr. James Fell was in favor of going 
uu with tho work at once, without incor- 
poration, aud tliought that, the guvam- 



ment should at onco roueem their pledges 
and pay over tho §20,000 proiniaed. 

Mr. Wilson did not see why 
at this hour, the work of tho com- 
mittee shculd be upset for the purpose of 
securing tho sale of tho hospital site to 
certain land owners who wished to buy in 
order to widen the street. He strongly 
opposed tho amendment, as it involved 
onhr a.further waste of time. 

"The chairman thought that incorpora- 
tion or non-incorporation should not 
aliect tho payment of tho $20,000 by the 
government which was required by the 
coiiimittoo. 

Mr. Rithet concurred in what had been 
aaid by tho chairman. Ho thought it was 
the duty of tho government to handover 
the money at once, and would . introduce 
a motion in regard to the matter. 

Mr. Rithot's amendment was carried on 
a tie, by tho casting vote of the chair- 
man. 

Moved by Mr. U, P. Rithet, seconded 
by Dr. Milne, that irrespective of the 
question of incorporation, in the opinion 
of this general committee, tho grant of 
$20,000 from tlie gnverumeut should be 
paid forthwith to the credit of the Pro- 
vincial Royal Jubilee Hospital at tho 
Bank of British Columbia. The amend- 
ment waa unanimously adopted, 

The report of a sub-committee on the 
claim of Pickering, Crompton & Co., stat- 
ing that it waa not entitled to any recog- 
nition, was received and laid on the table. 

On motion, the committee adjourned, 
to meet at the call of the chairman.
